That the’Event was fuch as might 
be expefted' from’ the Méans, your 
Lordihips need not to be inform’d, nor 
can it be queftion’d with what Inten- 
tions thefe’ Means. were contrived. 

I am very far, my Lords, from 
charging our Minifters with Ignorance, 
or-upbraiding them with Miitakes on 
this Oceafion, for their whole Con- 
da& has been uniform, and all their 
Schemes confiftent with each other, 
nor do I doubt their _Knowledge'of the 
Confequence of their Meafures fo far 


as it was to be forefeen' by human 
Prudence, 
Whether they have carried on Ne-. 


A gotiations, or made. War; whether 


they have conduéted our dwa Affairs, 
or thofe of our, Ally the Queen of 
Hungruland, they have ftill difcovered 
the fame Intention,’ and. promoted it 
by the fame Means... hey. have fuf- 
fered the Iberian Fleets to fail firft for 
Supplies from one Port ‘to another, 
and then from the...Coafts of Iberia to 
thofe.of Columbia. They have per- 
mitted the Jberians without Oppofition 
to land in J/afcu, when it was not ne- 
ceflary even to'with hold them from 
it'by any actual Violence ;, for had the’; 
Fleet, my Lords,. been under, my 


- Command, I would have only fent the 


Iberian Admirala Prohibitionto fail,and 
am fure it would have.been obferved. 
They, have negleS&ed to, purchafe 
the Friendfhip of the King of Parufhy, 
which might perhaps, have been ob- 
tained upon eafy Terms, .but which 
they ought to have gained-at whatever 
Rate; and to conclude, we have been 
lately informed that the Neutrality is 
figned. y 
Such, my Lords, is the Condué& of 
the Miniftry, by which, it. cannot be 
denied that we are involved in many 
Difficulties, and expofed to great Con-, 
tempt, but from this Contempt we 
may recover, and difentangle ourfelves, 
from thefe Difficulties by a om 
rs] 
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Profecution of Meafures oppofite to 
thofe by which we have been reduced 
to our prefent State. 

If we confider without that Confu- 
fion which Fear naturally produces, the 
Circumftances of our Affairs, it will 
appear that we have Opportunities in 
our Hands of recovering our Loffes, and 
re-eftablifhing our Reputation ; thofe 
Loffes which have been fuffered while 
we had two hundred Ships of War at 
Sea, which have permitted three hund- 
red Merchant Ships to be taken; and 
that Reputation which has been de- 
ftroy’d when there was no Temptation 
either to a Compliance with our Ene- 
mies, or to a Defertion of our 
F riends, 

Ic iswell known, my Lords, that 
we make War at prefent rather with 
the Queen than the People of Jberia, 
and it is reafonable to conclude, that a 
War carried on contrary to the gene- 
ral Good and againft the general Opi- 
nion cannot be lafting. 

It is certain, that the Jberians, 
whenever they have -been attacked by 
Men acquainted with the Science of 
War, and furnifhed with neceffary 
Stores for hoftile Attempts, have difco- 
vered either Ignorance or Cowardice, 
and have either fled meanly or refifted 
unskilfully. 

It is therefore probable, my Lords, 
that either our Enemies will defift from 
the Profecution of a War, which few 
of them approve; or that we fhall by 


vigorous Defcents upon their Coafts, F 


and their Colonies, the Interruption of 
their’ Trade, and the Diminution of 
their Forces, foon compel them to re- 
ceive Peace upon our own Terms. 

But thefe - Advantages, my Lords, 
are only to be expeéted from a Change 
of Condué, which Change can never 
be produced by a feeming Approbati- 
on of the paft Meafures. I am there- 
fore of Opinion, that we ought to ad- 
drefs the Throne in general Terws, 


according to the ancient Praétice of

more painful than would be excited by 
any prefent and real Calamities, fhould 
not be thus tortured to no Purpofe. 
Every Paffion, my Lords, has its pro- 
per Objeét by which it may be jauda- 
bly gratified, and every Difpofition of 
Mind may be dire¢ted to ufeful Ends, 
The true Ufe of that Forefight of fu- 
ture Events, with which fome great 
Capacities are fo eminently endowed, 
is that of producing Caution and fug- 
gehting Expedients. What Advantage, 
myLords, would it be toaNavigators that 
their Pilot could by any preternatural 
Power difcover Sands or Rocks, if he 
was too negligent or too ftubborn to turn 
the. Veffel out of the Danger? 


Or how, my Lords, to perfue the ® 


Comparifon, would that Pilot be treat- 
ed by the Crew, who, after having in- 
formed. them of their Approach to a 
Shoal or Whirlpool, and fet before 
them, with all his Rhetorick, the Ho- 
tours of a Shipwreck, fhould, inflead of 
direfting them to avoid Deftruction, 
and affiting their Endeavours for their 
common Safety, amufe them with 
the Mifcarriages of paft Voyages, and 
the Blunders and Stupidity of their 
former Pilot ? 


du&, however detrimental to the Pub- 
lick. it. may at prefent be imagined, 
any of our Lofies will be repaired, 
or any part of our Reputation retie- 
ved 5. and therefore, fuch Pr j 
would only retard our Counfels, and di- 
vert ourT houghts from more important 
Confiderations ; Confiderations which 
his Majefty has recommended to us, 
and. which cannot be more’ ftrongly 
prefied upon us than by the noble Lord 
who oppofed the Metion ; for he moft 
powerfully incites to Unanimity and 
Attention who mott ftrongly reprefents 
the Danger of our Situation. 

Of the good Effects of publick Con- 
fultations, I need not obferve, my 
Lords, that they arife from the jointEn- 
deavour of many Underftandings co- 
operating to the fame End; from the 
Reafonings and Obfervations of many 
Individuals of different Studies, Inclina- 
tions and Experience, all direfted to 
the Illuftration of the fame Queftion, 
which is therefore fo accurately dif- 
cuffed, fo varioufly illuftraced, and fo 
amply difplay’d, that a more compre- 
henfive View is obtained of its Relations 
and Confequences, than can be hoped 
from the Wifdom or Knowledge of any 
fingle Man.

Lords, that the Condition of this il- 
luftrious Princes raifed all- thefe Emo- 
tions in: the‘Court of Li//put, and that 
the Vigour-of our Proceedings wi'l ap- 
pear proportioned to our Ardour for her 
Suecefs. No fooner was the true State 
of Affairs inconteflably known, than 
twelve thoufand auxiliary Troops were 
hired, and commanded to march to 
her Affiitance, but her Affairs making 
it more eligible for'her to employ her

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own Subjects in her Defence, * and 
the Want of Money being the only 
Obitacle that hindered her trom reafing 
Armies proportiqned tothofe of herEne- 
inies, fhe required,that initead of Treaps 
a Supply of Money might be fent 
her, with which his Majeity. willingly 
complied. 

The Eilliputian Minifters in the 
mean time, endeavoured by the ftrong-

deavours are not yet manifelt, it can- 
not be impated to the want either of 
Sincerity, or Diligence; and if any 
other Powers fhould be periuaded to 
arm ‘in’ the common Caufe, it ought 
to be afcribed to the Influence of the 
Lilliputian Counfels.

b the Infolence of a Nation of heiplefs 


Savages, who ight indeed rob and mur- 
der a defenceiels Trader, but who could 
only hold up their Hands and cry out 
for Metcy, orskulk in fecret Creeks 


be confequently expofed. to inceflant 
Molettation from light Veffels, which 
our Ships of War could not perfue over 
Rocks and Shallows. It was not fuf- 
ficiently confidered, that 4 trading Na- 
tion muft always make War witha 
Nation that has “fewer Merchant, 
under the Difadvantage of being more 
expofed to the Rapacity of* private 
Adventurers. How much we had to 
fear on. this Account was fhewn us by 
the lace War with Bfufw, in which 
the Privateers of a few petty. Ports, in- 
jured the Commerce of this Nation, 
more than their mighty Navies and 
celebrated Admirals. 

My Lords, it would very little bes 
come this auguft Affembly, this Af 


g fembly fo renowned for Wifdom, and 


for Juftice, to confound want of Pru- 
dence with want of Succeis, fince on 
many Occafions the wifeft Meatures, 
may be defeated by Accidents which 
could not be forefeen; fince they 
may fometimes be difcovered by. De- 
ferters, or Spies, and fometimes eluded 
by an Enemy equally skilful with our 
felves in the Science of War. 

That any of thefe Apologies are 
neceflary to the Adminiftration, I am 
far from intending to infinuate, for 
I know not that we have failed of 
Succes in any of our Defigns except 
the Attack of Carthanega,. of which 
the Mifcarriage cannot at leaft be im- 
puted to the Miniltry ; nor is it evident 
that any other Caufes of it are to be al- 
figned than the Difficulty of the En- 
terprife: And when, my Lords, did 
any Nation make War, without ex- 
periencing fome Difappointments ? 

Thefe 
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Thefe Confiderations, my Lords, I 
have thought myfelf obliged by myRe- 
agrd to Truth and Juftice to Jay before 
you, to diflipate thofe Sufpicions and 
that Anxiety which might have arifen 
from a different Repreientation of our 
Jate Meafures; for I cannot but once 
more obferve that a Vindication of the 
Condu&t of the Miniftry is by no 
means a neceflary Preparative to the 
Addrefs propofed. 

The Addrefs which was fo modeftly 
offered to your Lordfhips, cannot be 
faid to contain any more than a gene- 
ral Anfwer to his Majefty’s Speech, 
and fuch Declarations of our Duty 
and Affeftion, as are always due to 
our Sovereign, and always expected 
by him on fuch Occafions. 

If our Allies have been neglected or 
betray’d, my Lords, we fhall be fill 
at Liberty to difcover and to punifh 
Negligence fo detrimental, and Trea- 
chery fo reproachful to the Lil/iputian 
Nation. If in the War againk Iberia 
we have failed of Succeis, we fhall 
ftill referve in our own Hands the 
Right of enquiring whether we were un- 
fucce(sful by the Superiority of our 
Enemies, or by our own Fault; whe- 
ther our Commanders wanted Orders, 
or neglected to obey them ; for what 
Clauie can be preduced in the Addrefs 
by which any of thefe Enquiries can 
be fuppofed to be predetermined ? 

Let us therefore remember, my 
Lords, the Danger of our prefent State 
and the Neceflity of Steadinefs, Vigour 
and Wifdom for our own Prefervation 
and that of Degulia; let us confider 
that publick Wifdom is the Refult of 
ainited Counfels, and Steadinefs and 
Vigour, of united Influence; let us re- 
tember that our Example may be of 


equal Ufe with our Affiftance, andg 


that both the Allies and the Subjeéts 
of Great Lilliput, will be conjoined 
by our Union, and diftraéted by our 
Divifions ; and let us therefore endea- 
vour to promote the general Intereft of 
the World, by an unanimous Addrefs 
to his Majefty in the Terms propofed 
by the noble Lord.

The Meafures, my Lords, which are 
now perfued are thé fame which for 
twenty Mocns have kept the whole Na- 
tion in continual Difturbance, and have 
raifed the Indignation of every Man, 
whofe private Intereft was not promo- 
ted by them. ThefeMeafures cannot be 
faid to be rafhly cenfured,or condemned 
before they are feen in their fullExtent, 
or expanded into all their Confequences; 
for they have been profecuted, my 
Lords, with all the Confidence of Au- 
thority, and all the Perfeverance of 
Obfticacy, without any other Oppo- 
fition, than fruitlefs Clamours, or Pe- 
titions unregarded. And what Confe- 
quences have they produced? What 
but Poverty and Diftraétions at home, 
and the Contempt and Infults of foreign 
Powers? What but the Neceffity of 
retrieving by War the Loffes fuftained 
by timorous and dilatory Negotiations; 
and the Mifcarriages of a War, in 
which only Folly and Cowardice have 
involved us ? 
Nothing, my Lords, is more affo- 
nifhing 
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nifhing, than that it fhould be aflerted 
in this Afflembly. that we have no ill 
SuccefS to complain of. Might we 
not hope for Suceefs, if we have cal- 


a fuitable Preparation? And how is 
this to be done, but by comparing our 
Forces with that of our Enemy, who 
muft undoubtedly be more or lefs for- 
midable according to the Proportion 
which his Treafures and his Troops 
bear to our own? 

Upon the Affurance of the Cer- 
taifity of this Praétife, epon the E- 
vidence, my Lords, of arithmetical 
Demonfiration, we were inclined to 
believe that the Power of Li//iput 
was not to be refifted by Iberia, and ¢ 
therefore demanded that our Mer- 
chants fhould be no longer plundered, 
infulted, imprifoned and tortured by fo 
defpicable an Enemy. 

That we did not forefee all the Con- 
fequences of this Demand we are now 
ready to confefs ; we did not conjeCture p 
that new Troops would be railed for the 
Invafion of the Jberizn Dominions, on- 
ly that we might be reduced to the 
Level with our Enemies. We did 
not imagine that the Superiority of 
our naval Force would produce no 
other Confequence than an Inequality 
of Expence, and that the Royal Na- 
vies of Lid/iput would be equip’d only for 
Show, only to harsafs.the Sailors with 
the hateful Moleflation of an Impreis, 
and to weaken the.Crews of our mer- 
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tempt to expofe ; the Succefs of War 
is.only to be eftimated by the Ad- 
vantages which are gained in Propor- 
tion to the Lofs which is fuffered, of 
culated the Events of War, and made A which Lofs the Expences occafioned by 


the War are always the chief Part, and 
of which it is therefore ufual, at the 
Conclufion of a Peace, for the conquer: 
ed Power to promile the Payment. 

Let us examine, my Lords, in con- 
fequence of this Pofition, the Succefs 
of our prefent War againtt Jberia, let 
us confider what each Nation has fuf- 
fered, and it will eafily appear how 
jeftly we boaft of our Wifdom and 
Vigour. ; 

It is not on this Occafion neceflary 
to form minute Calculations, or to com- 
pute the Expence of every Company 


of Soldiers and Squadron of Ships.; 


it is only neceffary to affert, what will 
I hope not be very readily denied, even 
by thofe whom dai'y Prattice of abfurd 
Apologies has rendered impregnable by 
the Force of Truth, that fuch Ex- 
pences as have neither contributed 
to our own Defence, nor to the Difad- 
vantage of the Jberians, have been 
thrown away. 

If this be granted, my Lords, it will 
appear, that no Nation ever beheld 
its Treafures {fo profufely fquandered, 
ever paid Taxes fo willingly, and fo ° 
patiently faw them perverted ;. for 
it cannot, my Lords, be proved, that 
any Part of our Preparations has produ- 
ced a proportionate Effect ; but it may 


cantile Vefféls, that they might be Fbe readily fhewn how many Fleets 


-more eafily taken by the Privateers of 


Iberia. 

We did not expeé&t, my Lords, that 
our Navies would fail out under the 
Command of Admirals renowned for 
Bravery, Knowledge, and Vigilance, 


and float upon the Ocean without De- 


fign, or enter Ports. and leave them, 
equally inoffenfive as a Packet-boat, or 
petty Trader. 

But not to fpeak any longer, my 
Lords, in Terms fo little fuited to the 
Importance of the Queftion which I 
am endeavouring to clear, or to the 


Enormity of the Conduct which I at-

have been equipped only that the Mer- 
chants might want Sailors, and that the 
publick Stores might be confumed. 

As. to our ill Succefs in Columbia, 
which has been imputed only to the 
Chance of War, it will be reafonable, 
my Lords, to afcribe to other Caufes 
fo much of it as might have been pre- 
vented by a more ipeedy Reinforce- 
ment of Venron, or may be fuppofed 
to have arifen from the Inexperience of 
of our Troops, and the Efcape of the 
Lberians from Ferlor. 

If our Fleets had been fent more 


early 
Eee 
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early into that Part of the World, the 
Iberians would have had no Time to 
flrengthen their Garrifons; had our 
Troops been acquainted with Difci- 
pline, the Attack would have been 
made with greater Judgment; and had 
not the Jberians e{caped from Ferlor, 
we fhould have had no Enemy in Co- 
Jumbia to encounter. Had all our Mi- 
nifters and all our Admirals done their 
Duty, it is evident that not only Car- 
thanega had been taken, but that half 
the Dominions of Jderia might now 
have owned the Sovereignty of the 
Crown of Lilliput. 

This, my Lords, may be obferved 
of the only Enterprife, which it is 
reafonable to believe was in reality in- 
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The Jberians will likewife confider 
that they have not harraffed their Sub- 
je&ts for the Proteétion of their Trade; 
that they have not fitted out Fleets on- 
ly to amufe the Populace. They com: 
fort themfelves with the Hope that 
the Lilliputians will foon be reduced té 
a State of Weaknefs below themfelves, 
and wait patiently for the Time in 
which the Matters of the Sea fhall re- 
ceive from them the Regulation of their 

pB Commerce and the Limits of their 
Navigation. 

Nor can it be doubted, my Lérds, 
but that by adhering to thefe Mea- 
fures, our Minifters will in a fhort 
Time gratify their Hopes; for what 
foever be the Difference between the 


tended againft the Jberiaxs, if even of C Power of two contending Nations, if 


this our Minifters had not before con- 
trived the Defeat. . But of all the reft 
of cur Armaments it docs not appear 
that any Effect has been felt buat by 
curfelves, it cannot be difcovered that 
they even raifed any Alarms or Anxie- 
ty either in our Enemies or their Allies, 
by whom perhaps it was known that 
they were only defigned as Punifhments 
for the Merchants of Liliput. 

That cur Merchants have already 
been feverely chaftifed for their Info- 


the Richer fpends its Treafures without 
Effeét, and expofes its Troops to un- 
healthy Climates and impraéticable 
Expeditions, while the Weaker is par- 
fimonious and prudent, they mol 


p foon be brought to an Equality, and 


by continuing the fame Condu& the 
weaker Power muft at length prevail. 

That this has been hitherto the State 
of the War between Li//iput and Jberia, 
it is not neceflary to prove to your 
Lordfhips, it is apparent that the Ex- 


lence in complaining of their Loffes, E pences of the Jberians have been far lefs 


aad their Temerity in raifing in the 
Nation a Regard for its Commerce, its 
Honour, and its Rights, is evident 
from a dreadful! Lift of three hundred 
Ships'taken by the Jberians, fome of 
which were abandoned by their Con- 
voys, and others feized within fight of 
the Coafts of Li//iput. 

Tt may be urged, my Lords, that the 
Iberians have \ikewifle loft a great 
Number of Veffels; but what elfe could 
they expeft when they engaged in a 


than thofe of Lil//iput, and therefore if 
we fhould fuppofe the a¢tual Loffes of 
War equal, we are only wearing out 
our Force m ufelefs Efforts, and our 
Enemies grow every Day comparative-

But, my Lords, let us.not flatter 
ourfelves that our aétual Loffes have 
been equal, let us before we determine 
this Queftion, accurately compare the 
Number and the Value of our Ships 
and Cargoes with thofe of the Jberians, 


War againft the greateft naval PowerG and fee on which fide the Lofs will fall. 


of the Univerfe? And it is to be re- 
membered, that the Jéerians have this 
Confolation in their Misfortunes, that 
of their Ships none have been deferted 
by their Convoys, or wilfuliy expofed 


to Capture by being robbed of theirgy Dominions. 


Crews, to fupply Ships of War with 
idle Hands. 


And let us not forget, what in all 
the Calculations which I have yet feen 
en either Part has been totally over- 
look’d, the Number of Men killed, ot 
Captives in the Lil/iputian and Iberian 
Men, my Lords, are at 
once Scrength and Riches, and there- 
fore it is to be confidered that the moft 
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irreparable Lofs which’ any Nation 
can fuftain is the Diminution of its 
People: Money may be repay’d, and 


Commerce may be recovered, even 
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This, my Lords, is another Cir- 
cumftance of Difadvantage to which the 
lberians are not expoied; for their 
Traffick being only from one Part of 


Liberty may be regained, but the Lofs 4 their Dominions to another, cannot be 


of People can never be retrieved. Even 
the twentieth Generation may have 
Reafon to exclaim—how much more 
numerous and more powerful would this 
Nation have been, had our Anceftors 
not been betrayed in the Expedition to 
Carthanega! 

What Lols, my Lords, have the Jée- 
tians faftained - which. can. be put in 
Balance with that of our Army in 
Columbia, an Army given up to the 
Vultures of an unhealthy Climate, and 
of which thofe who perifhed by the 
Sword, were in reality refcued from 
more lingering Torments ? 

What Equivalent can be mentioned 
for the Liberty of Multitudes of Li//- 
putians now languifhing in the Prifons 
of Iberia, or obliged by Hardfhips and 


deftroyed, but will, after the short In- 
terruption of a War, b: again equally 
certain and equally profitable. 

It appears, therefore, my Lords, 
that we have hitherto fuffered more 
than the Jberians, more than the Na- 
tion which we have fo much Reafon 
to defpife ; it appears that our Fleets 
have been ufele{s, and that our Troops 
have been only fent out to be deftroy- 
ed; and it wi!l therefore furely be al- 
lowed me to aff-rt — that the War has 
not been hitherto fuccefsful. 

I am therefore of Opinion, my Lords, 
that as the Addrefs, now propofed, 
cannvt but be underitood both by his 
Majetty and the Nation, to imply 
in fome Degree a Commendation 
of that Conduct which cannot be 


Defperation to affift the Enemies of p commended, which ought never to 


their Country ? What have the Jberians 
fuffcred that can be oppofed to the De- 
triment which the Commerce of this 
Nation feels from the Detention of 
our Sailors ? 

Thefe, my Lords, are Loffes not to 


be parallel’d by the Deftruétion of E 


Porto Bello, even though that Expe- 
dition fhould be afcribed to the Mini- 
firy. Thefe are Loffes which may ex- 
tend their Confequences to many Ages, 
which may long impede our Commerce, 
and diminifh our Shipping. 

It is not to be imagined, my Lords, 
thatin this Time of peculiar Danger, 
Parents will deftine their Children to 
maritime Employments, or that any 
Man will engage in naval Bufinefs who 
can exercife any other Profeffion ; and 


be mentioned but with Deteitation 
and Contempt, it will be unworthy of 
this Houle, offenfive to the whole Na- 
tion, and unjuft to his Majefly. 

His Majeity, my Lords, has fum- 
moned us to advife him in this impor- 
portant Juncture, and the Nation ex- 
pects from our Determinations its Re- 
lief or its Deftrution, nor will either 
have much to hope from our Counfels, 
if in our firft publick A& we endea- 
vour to deceive them. 

It feems therefore proper to change 
the common Form of our Addreffes to 
theThrone, to do once at leaft what his 
Majeftly demands and the People ex- 
peét, and to remember that no Cha- 
rafters are more inconfillent, than 
thofe of a Counfellor of the King, and 


therefore the Death or Captivity of aG a Flattererof the Miniftry. 


Sailor leaves a Vacuity in our Com- 
merce, fince no other will be ready to 
fapp'y his Place. Thus by Degrees 
the Continuance of the War will con- 
tract our Trade, and thofe Parts of it 
which we cannot occupy, will be 
fnatch’d by the Blefufudians or Bel- 
gians, from whom it is not probable 
that they will ever be recovered.

My Lorps, 
Have always obferved that Debates 
are prolonged, and Enquiries per- 


H plexed, by the Negleé& of Method,

it, may have always the chief Point 
in View, and not deviate into foreign 
Confiderations.

My Lorps, 

Am convinced of the Propriety of 
i the laft Motion by the ° dvantage 
which it has afforded me of viewing 
more deliberately and diftinétly the 
Queftion before us; the Confideration 
of which has confirmed me in my 
own Opinion, that the Addrefs now 
propoted is only, a flattering Repetition 
of the Speech, and that the Speech was 
drawn up only to betray us into an 
’ Encomium on the Minifiry ; who, as 
they certainly have not deferved any 
Commendations, will, I hope, not re- 
ceive them from your Lordfhips. For 
what has been the Refult of all their 
Meaiures, but a general Confufion, the 
Depreffion of our own Nation and our 
Allies, and the Exaltation of the Houfe 
of Puorbon ? 

It is univerfally allowed, my Lords, 
and therefore it would be fuperfluous 
to prove that the Liberties of Degulia 
are now in the utmoft Danger; that 
theHoufe of Buorbon has arrived almoft 
at that exalted Pinacle of Authority, 
from whence it wiil look down with 
Coniempr upon all other Powers, to 
which it will hence-forward prefcribe 
Laws at Pleafure, whofe Dominions 
will be limited by its DireCtion, and 
whofe Armies will march at its Com- 
mand. 

That Liiipat will be long exempted 
from the genera! Servitude, that we 
fhail be able.to itand alone againit the 
whole Power of Degulia, which the 
Blefufudians may then bring down 
upon us, and preferve ourfelves inde- 
pendent, while every other Nation 
acknow'edges the Authority of an Ar- 
bitrary Conqueror, is by no Means

likely, and might be perhaps demon: 
firated to be not poffible. 
How long we might be able to re. 
tain our Liberty, it is beyond the 
A Reach of Policy to determine; but 
as it is evident, that. when the Empire 
is fubdued, the Belgians will quickly 
fall under the fame Dominion, and 
that all their Ports, and all their Com. 
merce will then be in the’ Hands of the 
Blefufeudians, it cannot be denied 


B that our Commerce will quickly be at 


an End. We fliall then lofe the Dominion 
of the Sea, and all our diftant Colo- 
nies and Settlements, and be fhat up 
in our own Ifland, where the Continu- 
ance of our Liberties ean be deter: 
mined only by the Refolution with 
C which we fhall defend them. 5 
That this, my Lords, muft pro 
bably be ina few Years our State, if 
the Schemes of the Houfe of Buorbon 
fhould fucceed, is certain beyond Con- 
troverfy ; and therefore it is evident, 
that no Man to whom fuch a Condi- 
tion does not appear eligible, can look 
unconcerned at the Confufion of the 
Continent, or confider the Deftrution 
of the Houle of Auriffa, without en 
deavouring to prevent it. 
But, my Lords, tho’ fuch Endea- 
E vours are the Duty of all who are en- 
gaged in the Tranfaétion of Publick 
Affairs, tho’ the Importance of the 
Caufe of the Queen of Hungruland 
be acknowledged in the Speech 
which we are to return an Addrefs, it 
docs not appear that the Minifters of 


Lidliput have once attempted to afih ® 


her, or have even forborn any Thig 
which might aggravate her Diftreis. 

The only effectual Methods by which 
any efficacious Relief could have been 
procured, were that of reconciling her 

G with the King of Paru/>y, or that 
prevailing upon the Mau/queetans 
fuccour Her. 

A Reconciliation with the King of 
Parufey would have been my firft Care, 
if the Honour of advifing on this Oc 

; cafion had fallen to my Lot. To have 
mediated fuccefsfully between them 
could furely have been no difficult 

Task, 
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Task, becaufe each Party could not 
but know how much it was their com- 
mon Intereft to exclude the Béefufudi- 
ans from the Empire, and how cer- 
tainly this untimely Difcord muft ex- 
pofe them both to their ancient Enemy. 

As in private Life, my Lords, when 
two Friends carry any Difpute between 
them to improper Degrees of Anger or 
Refentment, it is the Province of 
a Third to moderate the Paflion of 
each, and to reftore that Benevolence 
which a Difference of Intereft or O- 
pinion had impaired ; fo in Alliances, 
or the Friendfhips of Nations, when- 
ever it unhappily falls out that two 
of them forget the general Good, and 
lay themfelves open to thofe Evils from 
which a ftri€t Union only can preferve 
them, it is neceflary that fome other 
Power fhould interpofe, and prevent 
the Dangers of a perpetual Difcord. 

Whether this was attempted, my 
Lords, I know not; but if any fuchDe- 
fign was in Appearance profecuted, it 
may be reafonably imagined from the 
Event, that the Negociators were defec- 
tive either in Skill or in Diligence ; for 
how can it be conceived that any Man 
fhould act contrary to his own Intereft, 
to whom the State of his Affairs is 
truly reprefented ? 

But not to fupprefs what I cannot 
doubt, I am convinced, my Lords, 
that there is in Reality no Defign of 
aflifting the Queen of Hungruland ; 
either our Miniiters have not yet re- 
covered from their Apprehenfions of 
the exorbitant Power of the Houfe of 
Aurifia, by which they were frighted, 
fome Years ago into the Bofom of 
Blefufeu for Shelter, -and which left 
them no E’xpedient but the Treaty of 
Hanevro ; or they are now equally 
afraid of Blefufcu, and expect the Pre- 
tender to be forced upon them by the 
Power whom they fo lately folicited to 
fecure them from him 

Whatever is the Motive of their 
Conduét, it is evident, my Lords, that 
they are at prefent to the unfortunate 
Queen of /ungruland, either profefled 
Enemies, or treacherous Allies ; for 


495 
they have permitted the Invafion of her 
Itlafeudian, Dominions, when they 
might have prevented it without a 
Blow, only ‘by commanding the Jde- 
rians not to tranfport their Troops. 

To argue that our Flect in the Me- 
diterranean was not of Strength fufh- 
cient to oppofe their Paflage, is a Sub- 
terfuge to which they can only be 
driven by the Neceffity of making 
fome Apology, and an abfolute Inabi- 


B lity to produce any which will not im- 


peeey be difcover’d to be ground- 
efs. 

It is known, my Lords, to all Dee 
gulia, that Hockadd had then under his 
Command thirteen Ships of the Line, 
and nine Frigates, and that the Jéerian 
Convoy coniifted only of three Ships, 
and yet they failed before his Eyes with 
a Degree of Security which nothing 
could have produced but a Pafiport 
from the Court of Lilliput, and an 
aflured Exemption from the Danger of 


D an Attack. 


It may be urged, that they were 
protected by the Blefufcudian Squa- 
dron, and that Hockadd durft not at- 
tack them, becaufe he was unable to 
contend with the united Fleets; but, 
my Lords, even this is known to be 
falfe; it is known that they bore no 
Proportion to the Strength of the Li/- 
liputian Squadron, that they could not 
have made even the Appearance of a 
Battle, and that our Commanders could 
have been only employ’d in Perfuit and 
Captures. 

This, my Lords, was well known 
to our Miniiters, who were afraid on- 
ly of deftroying the Blefufudian Squa- 
dron, and were very far irom appre- 
hending any Danger from it; but be- 
ing determined to purchafe, on any 
Terms, the Continuance of the Friend- 


” fhip of their old Proteétors,,confented 


to the Invafion of /tlafu, and procu- 
red a Squadron to fail out, under Pre- 
tence of defending the Iberian Tranf- 
ports, that their Compliance might 


4 no: be difcovered. 


All this, my Lords, may reafonably 
be fulpeéted at the firft View of their 
Pro- 
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Proceedings ; for how could an infe- 
rior Force venture into the Way of an 
Enemy unlefs upon Security that they 
fhould not be attacked? But the late 
Treaty of Neutrality has changed Suf- 
picion into Certainty, has diicovered 
the Source of all their Meafures, and 
fhown that the Invafion of Jt/afu is 
permitted to preferve Hanevro from the 
like Calamity. 

There is great Danger, my Lords, 


leaft this laf Treaty of Hanevro fhould B 


give the decifive Blow to the Liberties 
of Degulia; how much it embarraffes 
the Q. of Hungruland, by making it 
neceffary for her to divide her Forces, 
is obvious at the firft View; but this 
is not, in my Opinion, its moft fatal 
Confequence. ‘The other Powers will 
be incited, by the Example of our Mi- 
niftry, to conclude Treaties of Neu- 
trality in the fame Manner. They will 
diftrufl every Appearance of our Zeal 
for the Houfe of 4urifta, and imagine 
that we intend only an hypocritical 
Affiftance, and that our Generals, our 
Embaffadors, and our Admirals, have, 
in Reality, the fame Orders. 

Nothing, my Lords, is more dan- 
gerous than to weaken the Publick 
Faith; when a Nation can be no longer 
trufted it lofes all its Influence, becaufe 
none can fear its Menaces, or depend 
on its Alliance; a Nation no longer 
trufted, muft fland alone and unfup- 
ported; and it is certain that the Na- 
tion which is jufily fufpeéted of hold- 
ing with its open Enemics a fecret In- 
tercourfe to the Prejudice of its Allies, 
can be no longer trufted. 

This Sufpicion, my Lords, this hate- 
fal, this repreachfal Charafter, is now 
fixed upon the Court of Lifiput; nor 
does it take its Rife only from the For- 
bearance of our Adimiral, but has re- 
ceived féw Confirmation from the Be- 
haviour of our Ambaffiador, who de- 
nied the ! reaty of Neutrality, when 
the Blefufedian Minifier declared it to 
the Befiazs. Such now, my Lords, is 
the Reputation of the Lilliputian 
Court, a Reputation produced by the 
mott flagrant and notorious init s of 
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Cowardice and Falfhood, which can- 
not but make all our Endeavours inef- 
feftual, and difcourage all thofe Powers 
whofe Conjunétion we might have 
promoted, from entering into any other 
Engagements than fuch as we may 
purchafe for ftated Subfidies. For who, 
upon any other Motive than immediate 
Intereft, -weuld form an Alliance with 
a Power which, upon the firft Appear- 
ance of Danger, gives up a Confede- 
rate, to purchafe, not a large Extent of 
Territory, not a new Field of Com- 
merce, not a Port or a Citadel, but 
an abject Neutrality ! 

But however mean may be a Sup- 
plication for Peace, or however infa- 
mous the Defertion of an Ally, I with, 
my Lords, that the Liberty of invading 
the Queen of Hungru/and’s Dominions 
without Oppofition, had been the moft 
culpable Conceflion of our illuftrious 
Minifters, of whom it is reafonable to 
believe, that they have ftipulated with 
the Jherians, that they fhall be repaid 
the Expence of the War by the-Plun- 
der of our Merchants. 

‘That our Commerce has been un- 
neceflarily expofed to the Ravages of 
Privateers, from which a very {mall 
Degree of Caution might have prefer- 
ved it; that three hundred trading 
Ships have been taken, and that three 
thoufand Li/iputian Sailors are now in 
Captivity, is a Confideration too me- 
lancholy to be long dwelt upon, and a 
Truth too certain to be fupprefied or 
p denied. 

How fuch Havock could have been 
made, had not our Ships of War con- 
cluded a Treaty of Neutrality with the 
Iberians, and \eft the War to be car- 
ried on only by theMerchants, it is not 
eafy to conceive ; for furely it will not 

; be pretended that all thefe Lofles were 
the neceflary Confequence of our Situ- 
ation with Regard to Jderia, which, 
if it expofed the Lufitanian Traders 
to Hazard, did not hinder us. from 
guarding our own Coafls. 

And yet on our own Coafts, my 
Lords, have Multitudes of our Ships 
been taken by the Jécrians, they have 

been 
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been feized by petty Veffels' as they 
were entering our Ports, and congratu- 
lating. themfelves upon their Efcape 
from Danger. 

In the late War with Biefufu, an 
Enemy much more formidable both for 
Power and Situation, Methods were 
difcovered by which our Trade was 
more efficacioufly proteéted: By fta- 
tioning a Squadron at the Mouth of 
the Channel, of which two or three 
Ships at a Time cruized at a proper 
Diftance on the neighbouring Seas, the 
Privateers were kept in Awe, and con- 
{ned to-their own Harbours, or feized 
if they ventured to leave them. 

But of fuch ufeful Regulations in the 
prefent War there is little Hope; for 
if the publick Papers are of any Cre- 
dit, the King of Jberia confiders the 
Captures of our Merchants asa ftand- 
ing Revenue, and has laid an Indulto 
upon them as upon other Parts of the 
Iberian Trade. 

It is therefore to little Purpofe that 
Meafures are propofed in this Houfe, 
or Schemes prefented by the Merchants 
for the Prefervation of our Commerce ; 
for the Merchants are confidered as the 
determined Enemies of our. Minifter, 
who therefore refolved that they fhould 


repent of the War into which he © 


was forced by them, contrary to thofe 
favourite Schemes and eftablifh’d Max- 
| ims, which he has perfued till the 
| Liberties of Mankind are almoft ex- 
tinguifhed. 

» There are indeed fome Hopes, 
} my Lords, that new Meafures refo- 
| lutely perfaed might yet repair the 
Mifchiefs of this abiurd and cowardly 
Condué&t, and that by Refolution and 
Dexterity the Ambition of Blefufcu 
might once more be difappointed. The 
King of Parufby appears at length con- 
vinced that he has not altogether per- 
fued his real Intereft, and that his own 
Family muft fall in the Ruin of the 
Houfe of Aurifa. The King of Sa- 
drinia appears firm in his Determina- 
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Iberian Troops. The States of Belgia 
feem to have taken the Alarm, and 
nothing but their Diftruft of our Since- 
rity can-hinder them from uniting a- 


A gainft the Houfe of Buorbon. 


This Diftruft, my Lords, we may 
probably remove by reviving on this 
Occafion our ancient Forms of» Ad- 
dreis, and declaring at once to his Ma- 
jefty, and to all the Powersof Degulia, 
that we are far from approving the 

B late Meafures. 

There is another Reafon why the 
fhort Addreffes of our Anceftors may 
be preferred to the modern Forms, 
in which a great Number of partice- 
lar Faéts are oftencomprehended. It 
is evident that the Addrefles are pre- 


C fented before there can be time toex- 


amine whether the Facts contained 
in them are juftly ftated, and they 
muft therefore lofe their Efficacy 
with the People, who are fafficiently 
fagacious, to diftinguith fervile Com-

Ravages of tho’e Oppreflors to whom 
their Apprehenfions have already given 
the Empire of the World: For furely, 
my Lords, it isan Endeavour no lefs 
laudable to difpel Terror, than co ex- 
cite it; and he who brings us fuch 
Accounts as we defire to receive, is 
generally liftened too with Indulgence, 
however unélegant may be his Expref- 
fions, or however irregular his Nar- 
fation. 

That the Power of the Family of 
Buorbon is arrived ata very danger- 
ous and formidable Extent; that it 
never was hitherto employed but to 
difturb the Happinefs of the Univerfe ; 
that the fame Schemes which our An- 
ceftors Jaboured fo ardently and {fp 
fuccefsfully to deftroy, are now for- 
med afrefh, and intended to be put 
in immediate Execution; that the 
Empire is defigned to be held hence- 
‘forward in Dependance on Bhefufu, 
and that the Houle of 4urifa, by 
which the common Rights of Man- 
kind have been fo long {upported, is 
now marked out for Deftrugtion, is top 
evident to be contefted. 

Tt is allowed, my Lords, that the 
Power of the Houfe of Aurifta, which 
there was once Reafon to dread, left 
it might have been employed againft 


us, is now almoit extinguih’d, and- 


that Name which has for fo many 
Ages filled the Hiftories of Degulia, is 
in danger of being forgotten. It is 
allowed that the Houle of Auriffa can- 
not fall without expofing all thofe who 
have hitherto been fupported by its 
Alliance to the utmoft Danger, and I 
need not add, that they ought there- 
fore to afift it with the utmoft Expe- 
dition, and the moft vigorous Meg- 
fures, 

It may be fuggefted, my Lords, that 
this Affiftance has been already delay- 
ed till it is become ufelefs, that the ut

of Biefufcu; that the fatal Blow will be 
ftruck, before we fhall have an Op- 
portunity to ward it off, and that our 
Regasd. for the Houfe of 4urifta will 
be only Compaffion for the Dead. 

Bat thefe, my Lords, I hope, are 
only the Apprehenfions of a Mind over- 
born with fudden Terrors, and per- 
plexed by a confufed Survey of com- 


B plicated Danger; for if we confider 


more diftinétly the Powers which may 
be brought in Oppofition to B/efufu, we 
fhall find no Reafon for defpairing that 
we may once more ftand up with Suc- 
cefs in Defence of ovr Religion and 
the Liberty cf Mankind, and once more

ftructive Defigns. ' 

The noble Lord has already .men- 
tioned the prefent Difpofition of three 
powerful States, as a Motive for vigo- 
rous Refolutions, and a Confideration 
that may at leaft preferve us from De- 
fpair; and "cis no fmall Satisfa€tion to 
me to obferve that his. Penetration and 
Experience incline him to Hope ypon 
the Profpect of Affairs as they now 
appear; becaufe I doubt not but that 


E Hope will be improved into Conf- 


dence, by the Account which I can 
now give your Lordfhips of the Intey- 
tion of another Power, yet more for- 
midable, to engage with us in the great 
Defign of reprefling the Infolence of 
Bhefufiz. 

A Treaty of Alliance, my Lords, 
has been for fome time concerted with 
the Emperor of Man/zueeta, and has 
been negotiated with fuch Diligence, 
that it isnow completed, and I deube 
not but the lait Ratifications will ar- 
rive at this Court in a few Days ; by 
which it will appear to your Lordfhips, 
that the Intereft of this Nation has 
been vigilantly regarded, and to our 
Allies, that the Faith of Lil/iput has 
never yet been fhaken. It will ap- 
pear to the Blefufcudians, that they 
have precipitated their Triumphs, that 
they have amagived themielves Mafters 

“FRE of 
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of Nations by whom they will be in 
a fhort time driven back to their own 
Confines, and that pernaps they have 
parcell’d out Kingdoms which they are 
never likely to poffefs. 

It was afirmed, and with juft Dif- 
cernment, that Applications ought to 
be made to this powerful Court as the 
profefied Adverfary of Béefufcu, and 
if it was not hitherto known that their 
Affiftance had been affiduoufly folici- 
ted, our Endeavours were kept fecret 
only that their Succefs might be more 
certain, and that they might furprife 
more powerfully by their Effects. 

Nor have the two other Princes, 
‘which were miention’d by the noble 
Lord, been forgotten, whofe Concur- 
rence is at this time fo neceflary to us; 
and I doubt not but that the Reprefen- 
tations which have been made with 
all the Force of Truth, and all the 
Zeal that is awakened by Inte- 
reftand by Danger, will in time pro- 
duce the Effeéts for which they were 
intended, by convincing thofe Prin- 
ces that they endanger themfelves by 
flattering the Biefufudian Ambition, 
that they are divefting themfelves of 
that Defence of which they will quick- 
Iv regret the Lofs, and that they are 
only not attacked at prefent, that they 
may be deftroy’d more eafily here- 
after. 

But it is always to be remembered, 
my Lords, that in publick Tranfac- 
tions as in private Life, Intereft atts 


with lefs Force as it is at greater Dift- F 


ance, and that the immediate Motive 
will generally prevail. Futurity im- 
pairs the Influence of the mof impor- 
tant Objeéts of Confideration, even 
when it does not leflen their Certainty ; 
and with regard to Events only proba- 
ble, Events which a thoufand Acci- 
dents may obviate, they are almoft an- 
nihilated, with regard to the human 
Mind, by being placed at a Diftance 
from us. Wherever Imagination can 


exert its Power, we eafily dwell upon jy 


the moft pleafing Views, and flatter 
ourfelves with thofe Confequences, 
which, the’ perhaps leat to be ex- 
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pected, are moft defired ; wherever 


different Events may arife, which is 


the State of all human Tranfactions, | 
we naturally promote our Hopes and | 
A reprefs our Fears, and in time fo far 


deceive ourfelves, as to quiet all our 
Sufpicions, lay all our Terrors afleep, 
and believe what at firlt we only 
wifhed. 
This, my Lords, muft be the Dely- 
B fion by which fome States are induced 
to favour, and others to negleét the 
Encroachments of Ble/ufu ; Men are 
impolitick, as they are wicked ; be- 
caufe they prefer the Gratification of 
the prefent Hour to the Affurance of 
folid and permanent, but diftant Hap. 
pinefs. The Blefufudians take Ad- 
vantage of this general Weaknefs of the 
human Mind, and by magnificent Pro- 
mifes to one Prince, and petty Grants 
to another, reconcile them to their 
Defigns. Each finds that he fhall gain 
more by contrdéting an Alliance with 


them than with another State, which f 


has no View, befides that of prefer 


ving to every Sovereign his juft Rights, f 


and which therefore, as it plunder 
none, will have nothing to beftow. 
This, my Lords, is the Difadvan- 


E tage under which our Negotiators la fF

Bur fuch was, mySurprize, that 
I fairly laid hold of his Heels, and actual- 
ly drew him down fafe and found from 
his Danger. My Lord, who ftaid titter- 
ing without, in Hopes the fweet Mifchief 
he came for would have been completed, 
upon my giving an Account of the AGi- 
on within, began to curfe, and cai] me an 
hundred filly Puppies, for my impertinent- 
ly fpoiling the Sport; to which, with 
great Gravity, I reply’d; Pray, my Lord, 
confider what I have done was in regard 
to the Honour of our Nation! For would 
you have had {fo glorious a Work as that 
of making Homer {péak elegant Englifh, 
cut fhort by Jaying up our little Genties 
man of a Malady, of which his thin Body 
might. never have been cured? No, my 
Lord! Homer would have been too feri- 
ous a Sacrifice to our Evening Merriment. 
Now as his Homer has fince been fo haps 
pily completed, who can fay that the 
World may nor have been obliged to the 
kindly Care of Colley that fo great a 
Work ever came to Pex fection ? 

And now, gentle Reader, let it be judg 
ed, whether the Lord and the Wire a- 
boveemention’d might not, with equal 
Juftice, have been apply’d to fober Sawney 
the Satyrift, as to Colley the Criminal ? 

This amorous Tale of Pope’s Galiantry, 
and the Merit which Cidder claims from 
faving him from Danger, has fuch ludi- 
crous Humcur in the Narration, that I 
believe it generally raifts a SmJe in moft 
Readers: However when the Story has 
been Jaugh’d at, What then? Whar does 
it prove more than Mr Pope was, what 
moit unmarried Men et Five and twenty 
might be without being ridiculous, ox 
more than veénially vicicus ? Now laying 
the Joke afide of Mr Pope’s Stature, there 
is no Joke at all: But allowing Mr Pope’s 
Charge on Mr Cidbber’s having ffill his 
Whore, in his Dotage, to be true, C/bler 
is more ridiculous as weil as vicicus.—— 
he may deny the common Report of thofe 
vers’d in Theatrick Hiftory ; bur if the 
private Anecdotes of Drzry-lane Theare 
can carry any Authority cli e Laur ‘et was 
witiin thcfe four Years im grea tDanyst 
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of being loft to the Poetick World by the 
Malady of an unfortunate Amour with a 
young Aa&refs. 

Another Inftance of Mr Cibber’s Vete- 
ran Amours I have heard behind che 
Scenes at Covent-Garden. When a young 
AGrefs was in great-Vogue there, Mr 
Cibber, and another elderly Gentleman, 
were both equally fmitten with Love; 
both dangled after her, both toy’d, both 
inftru&ed her; and Cibser wanted to 
teach her to aét a Part fhe had no mind 
to play: They were the Butt of the Girl 
herfelf, and all the Aétors and Adtrefles. 
Even a young Lord, who made Addrefles 
tothe Lady, look’d on Cibber’s Pretenfi- 
ons with fuch Contempt, that on feeing 
him and his Brother Rival dadling after 
her into the Green-Room, {mirking, bow- 
ing, filing, faid,—Herecomes SUSANNA 
[her Name] andthe Two Evers.

impudently offended ; your Cibberian 
Forehead then might have been as juft and 
as fore a Brand as the Hangman could 
have apply’d ro me. But as I am not yer 
under that Misfortune, and while the ge- 
neral Benevolence of my Superiors {till 
fuffers me to ftand my Ground, or occafie

‘ Now, that you are often an admira- 
ble Satirift (faith Mr Cibber) no Man of 
true Tafte can deny: But, that -you are 
always a true (that is a juft) one, isa 
Quefti nn: t yet decided in your Favour. 
I thalj not take upon me to prove the In- 
jaties of your Pen, which many candid 
Readers, in the Behalf of others, come 
plain of : Burif the grofs Things you have 
{aid of {4 inconfiderable a Man as myfelt, 
have exceeded the limited Proviace of a 
true Satirift, they are f{ufficient to have 
firfeited your’Claim to that Tithe. For 
if a Man, from his being admitted the 
beft Poet, imagines himfelf fo much lifted 
above the World, that he has a Right fo 
run a Muck, and make Srort with the 
Charaéters of all Ranks of People, to fol 
and degrime every Face that is obnextous
